LONDON, June 23— British For­ 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden to­ 
day bradded as "m urder” the re­ 
cent shooting of 50 Royal Air 
Force officers at a German pris­ 
oner of war camp in the Reich. 
The officers, originally reported 
to 
total 47, 
but now 
known to 
have included fto men, were put to 
death after the Germans claimed 
the airmen resisted recapture fol­ 
lowing an escape attem pt or a t­ 
tempted to effect another escape.

"It ie quite clear these officers 
were murdered, 
Eden told the

ward by the German government

Eden explained that the British 
government now had received of­ 
ficial word from the German gov­ 
ernment through the Swise. acting 
as protecting power, that 50 in­ 
stead of 47 officers were shot 
The foreign secretary said that 
the German note in reply to B rit­ 
ish representatives said th at the 
number of mass escapes by war 
prisoners 
in 
Germany 
during 
March involved several thousand 
captives. 
The German note. Eden said, 
claims th at the mass eecapes w-ere 
"system atically prepared partly by 
the general staff! of the Allies for 
both military and political objec­ 
tives.” 
This situation, according to the 
Germans, endangered the public 
security of the Reich. 
"His 
m ajesty’s 
government," 
Eden went on, "is resolved that the 
foul criminals responsible shall be 
tracked down to the leat man 
wherever he may be when the war 
is over and brought to exemplary 
justice .** 
Eden said that the Nazi Gestapo 
had carried out the executions of 
the R. A. F airmen, all of whom from a White House 
were officers of European Allied with the President to 
nationality.

The White House circle of "in­ 
side advisers” and congressional 
leaders believe Wallace will coat 
Mr. Roosevelt many hundreds of 
thousands of votes. Consequently, 
they are urging that he take a 
regular Democrat or even a Re­ 
publican—so long as Wallace is 
dropped from the 1944 ticket. 
Interest in Mr Roosevelt’s run­ 
ning-mate increased after Gov. El­ 
lis Arnall, of Georgia, emerged

of medicine that it w as very ortho­ 
dox not only for the laity but in 
the best scientific circles to ascribe 
it to chronic constipation. 
Then th# X-ray came along and 
threw som* chilling doubts on the 
general theory, so that th* ultra- 
scientific could no longer hold it. 
Nowadays after going through 
periods in which uric acid, allergy 
and upset endocrine* were given 
aa the causa, public opinion has 
generally settled on th* idea that 
lack ST pep is due to lack of con­ 
centrated vitamins. 
There are a few stubborn speci­ 
men*, however, who cling to th# 
old idea that constipation is the 
root of all evil and for their sakes 
the thesis is worth debating today. 
Correct Meaning 


The average man would repudi­ 
ate with scorn the challenge that 
he did not know the correct mean­ 
ing of constipation. But such 
might be the case. Th# conven­ 
tional arrangement of regular di­ 
urnal defecation is a social con­ 
venience rather than a law of 
nature. Savage man in a state of 
Nature responds to the stimulus 
initiated in th# movements of his 
intestine by the presence of a mesl 
in th* stomach and avacuates after 
each meal. But the meals may be 
quite a long ways apart. 
Thera is an oft-quoted experi­ 
ence of an eminent physician one 
of whose patients replied to a 
question that his bowels were reg­ 
ular although 
further inquiry 
proved he meant once every other 
Monday. 
Th* Xray has taught us a great 
deal about the true physiology of 
the average case of constipation 
and ruined some of the older no­ 
tions. If a barium meal is followed 
through the digestive tract of a 
constipated person it will be seen 
in four out of five instances to 
pass out of the stomach and 
through the small intestine at ex­ 
actly the same rate as that of a 
normal control. After every part 
of a meal has left the small intes­ 
tine and entered the large intes­ 
tine, it normally requires about 
sixteen hours for it to traverse 
the entire length and come to rest 
in th* sigmoid colon, and this 
schedule is no different in four out 
of five self-styled constipated in­ 
dividuals than in normal ones. 
Normal Individual 
The normal individual evacu­ 
ates the daily accumulation in (.he 
lower bowel sometime between 
breakfast and noon. Here, and 
here only, does the constipated in­ 
dividual differ. The residue of his

days. At that point, and at that 
point only, does the much adver­ 
tised stasis of constipation occur. 
This explanation clears up sev­ 
eral widely held misconceptions 
about constipation. First it knocks 
out the absorption of poison id* a. 
Absorption does not occur from 
the lower part of the large bowel 
where the residue re«t* in a con­ 
stipated individual. The small in­ 
testine from which most absorp­ 
tion occurs is just as empty mo t 
of the time in the constipa'ed in­ 
dividual as in the normal. Th* 
feeling of toxicity of poisoning 
that the constipated individual ha* 
is largely due to the cathartic 
habit 
Secondly, this knowledge of the 
real physiology of constipation 
knocks out the idea of the effi­ 
ciency of cathartics entirely. Why 
should a cathartic be employed to 
stir up all the 25 feet of the entire 
intestine for th# sole purpose of 
emptying the last few im he* of 
that tube. An enema will do it 
more efficiently. The cathartic just 
irritates and roils up all the in­ 
sides and gives the patient that 
feeling of discomfort that is in­ 
terpreted as meaning absorption 
of sewage.

NEBUCHADNEZZAR 8 f i r s t 
conquest of Judah was in 807 
B C„ and the events that trans­ 
pire in our lesson today must 
have taken place during some 
time In between 607 and 604. 
Nebuchadnezzar and his soldiers 
took many captives back to Baby­ 
lon with them, and among them 
were young boys. The king spoke 
to the master of his eunuchs tell­ 
ing him that he wished to have 
certain Jewish youths chosen for 
their beauty and intelligence, to 
be specially trained, so that they 
might "stand in the king s palace, 
and whom they might teach the 
learning and the tongue of the 
Chaldeans'’ 
It is thought possible that the 
language they were to be taught 
was the Accadian, which was to 
the Babylonian world what Latin 
was to Europe In the middle ages. 
At any rate, it was the language 
In which the lore of the Chaldean 
sages is stored up. 
Four Are Chosen 
Four young men were so chosen 
—Daniel, Hananiah, Michael and 
Azariah. 
The 
prince 
of 
the 
eunuchs 
gave 
them 
different 
names which were B elshazzar, 
Shadrach, 
Me*hach and Abed- 
nego. They were to be fed from 
the king s own table which wa* 
furnished with all aorta of rich 
foods, meats, wines, etc. 
Now these boys had been strict­ 
ly brought up in the Jewish tradi­ 
tion. and Daniel made up his mind 
that he would not eat of the** 
foods nor drink of the wines. He 
talked to the prince of th* eu­ 
nuchs, who loved him, and asked 
that he might not defile himself. 
Why did he think such foods 
would defile him? He might have 
been afraid that the foods were In 
some way connected with adola- 
try, or that he would he expected 
to eat some meats that his people 
regarded unclean. 
Th# prince of eunuchs said he 
wa* afraid of the kings displeas­ 
ure, for the king expected the 
boys to grow strong and hand­ 
some on the food served them, 
and he feared his head would be 
tn danger lf he did not serve this 


luxurious diet to the boys 
Then Daniel said to the stew- 
ard that had them in especial 
charge, would he let them live on 
pulse and water for ten days, and 
at the end of that time he could 
see how this food and drink af­ 
fected them. 
So the steward consented, and 
th* boys were fed what they 
asked, and at the end of the ten 
days 
their 
"countenances 
ap­ 
peared fairer and fatter in flesh 
than all the children that did eat 
of the king's meat.” It is surmised 
that the "pulse'' was probably a 
vegetable diet. They continued 
this diet for the whole time they 
were being educated as the king 
wished. 
Brought Before the King 
"Now at the end of the days 
that the king had said he should 
bring them in, then the prince of 
the eunuchs brought them before 
Nebuchadnezzar. 
"And the king communed with 
them: and among them all was 
found none like Daniel. Hana­ 
niah, Michael and Azariah; there­ 
fore stood they before the king. 
"And In all m atters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the king 
enquired of them, he found them 
ten time* better than all the ma­ 
gicians and astrologers that were 
in all his realm " 
The Babylonian* possessed a 
high civilization. They had th* 
elements of the telescope, and a 
knowledge of the eclipses, and 
while part of their science is now 
proved erroneous, yet the wisdom 
and knowledge they possessed was 
far from being contemptible. 
Two lessons that we may take 
to heart are suggested by this les­ 
son: The first is the firmness of 
character displayed by Daniel He 
might have been the subject of 
ridicule, even of persecution be­ 
cause of his determination not to 
eat the foods and drink the wines 
that were apportioned him. But 
he was ready for that if his con­ 
science told him he was in the 
right. 
The second lesson is that of sim­ 
ple living, without the rich foods, 
and especially the wines that 
might have mad* him a habitual 
drinker Drink causes so much of 
the 
worlds 
misery. 
So many 
homes are made desolate by it and 
so many fine people ruin their 
lives by Indulgence In alcoholic 
beverages, that we cannot feel 
Christian people should indulge, 
even moderately. Better leave it 
strictly alone.

BARCLAY ON BRIDGE

L E A R N B R ID G E F A ST 
29—Entries and Blockers 
IT IS O FTEN vital to have the 
lead in one hand or the other— 
your own or the dummy—a cer­ 
tain number of times. A card 
which enables you to obtain the 
lead where you wish it is called an 
“ entry." Suppose your own hand 
contains a finessing combination 
like an A-Q-10. You will probably 
wish to lead toward it twice, once 
to finesse the IO and again to 
finesse the Q That is impossible 
unless you have two entries to the 
dummy. You also may have in the 
dummy some suit which can be 
established, but then will require 
an entry in order to bring in the 
set-up small cards of it. 
As soon as the opening lead is 
made, one of the essentials to con­ 
sider is the number of entries 
needed in one hand or the other. 
Perhaps enough will be obviously 
in sight. But often they will not. 
Study, however, may reveal a way 
to develop the entries you wish. or 
show’ 
them 
already 
to 
exist, 
though somewhat concealed. 
If you have the ace of the open­ 
ing suit in one holding, opposite 
the king in your other hand, you 
usually will play so as to leave 
one of those cards where you need 
an entry most. But suppose you 
have something Uke the J-5 in 
dummy and the K-Q-7 in your 
hand, the opponent's lead was a 
small card and third hand played 
the A. after you put on dummy’s 
5. You have a chance right there 
to make the J an entry to dum­ 
my, by playing your K or Q under 
the A. 
There are various possible plavs 
of that nature on the first trick, 
as well as later ones, if you watch 
for them. Now- let s take a case 
of doubtful entries. A guarded 
king is a possible but doubtful 
entry, depending on which defend­ 
er has the ace. An ace-queen may 
prove two entries or only one, de­ 
pending on how the king is locat­ 


ed. Then there are less obvious 
combinations. Suppose the dummy 
has a K-10 opposite your A-Q-3. 
If you positively require two en­ 
tries to the dummy, finesse the IO 
on the first round, and oveAaka 
your Q with the K on the second. 
Late entries are other possibil­ 
ities, 
as 
when 
you 
have 
th# 
A-K-6-4 opposite the Q-9-8-5. Pre­ 
serve that 5 carefully if you need 
three dummy entries. The A will 
be one, the k will be another and, 
if you have put the 9 and 8 on 
these tricks, you can. after scor­ 
ing the Q, use the 5 to the 6 as 
another entry. 
“ Unblocking” is a term used to 
describe your play of an unneces» 
sarily high card on a trick in or­ 
der to get out of the way of some 
lower card in the opposite hand, 
so that the lower card may be­ 
come a trick taker and therefor# 
an entry. Here is a case of mul­ 
tiple unblocking, if you needed 
four entries in the dummy, for 
purposes of finesses or anything 
else: A-Q-10-6-2 in the dummy op­ 
posite your own K-J-9-5. The first 
trick of that suit should lncludt 
both the K and A. the second th* 
Q and the J, the third the IO and 
9, and then the 6 over the 5 could 
be the fourth entry. 
Counting the entries needed can 
cause you to abandon some plan 
completely in favor of another. 
Suppose the dummy has a suit 
made up of Q-J-10-9-6-2, and your 
hand contains no card of the suit. 
If the dummy’s only possible en­ 
tries are two aces, there is no use 
in trying to set up that suit. One 
ace would enable you to make a 
first iead of it, won perhaps by th* 
king. The other ace would make 
possible a second lead, won by th# 
ace. The suit would now' be estab­ 
lished, but you could not use it* 
set-up cards because the dummy 
has no more entries. In that case, 
find some other use for your two 
entries in the dummy.
